BRINGING TROOPS FROM CUBA.

Two high officials opposed to the 
Boxers are reported by the couriers 
to have been assassinated. Sir Claude 
MaeDonald'l letter is dated four days 
curlier than that of Sir Robert Hurt. 

A dispatch to a news agency here, 
date.l Tien-Tsin. July 2. says:* -The 
empress dowager, so far from being 
dead, is actively striving to prevent 
the fai t ions fighting. Prince Ching 
has informed her that he would rath 
lose his head than be constantly 
obliged to antra her of the conse- 
quences of the prolongation of the 
present anarchy.
